ORNAMENTAL  SHRUBS 

Low  grov/ing  shrubs  will  be  designated  by  one  asterisk  (t), 
high  growing  shrubs  with  two  asterisks  (**).  This  checking 
will  enable  the  planter  to  place  the  plant  in  the  proper  posi¬ 
tion  ;n  the  group.  Wherever  space  will  admit  two  rows  of 
shrubs  should  be  planted,  the  high  growing  plants  always 
in  the  rear,  the  low  growing  kinds  planted  in  the  foreground 
in  a  staggered  form.  In  planting  do  not  put  manure  or  fer¬ 
tilizer  of  any  kind  in  the  hole  with  the  roots — this  will  apply 
to  all  plantings.

PLANTING  ROSES 

Roses  by  nature  are  rather  delicate  and  sensitive,  and 
should  receive  special  attention  at  time  of  planting.  Soil 
should  be  put  in  the  very  best  condition  possible,  only  old 
well  rotted  fertilizer  should  be  used,  see  to  it  that  no  course 
material  of  any  kind  such  as  manure  or  other  organic  matter 
comes  in  contact  with  the  roots,  this  spells  failure  and  often 
death  to  the  plant.  Ever  blooming  varieties  are  tender  and 
must  be  cared  for  during  the  winter  season.  It  is  good  prac¬ 
tice  to  plant  deep  enough  to  be  sure  that  a  good  part  of 
the  plant  is  under  the  surface,  and  a  further  protection 
against  freezing  is  to  heap  the  soil  about  the  plant  just  be¬ 
fore  the  freezing  weather  begins  in  the  fall.  Remove  this  soil 
in  the  spring  and  cut  the  plant  back  to  about  8,  10  or  12 
inches.  This  cutting  back  should  be  done  at  time  of  planting 
also.  Fertilizing  should  be  done  by  placing  the  matter  on  the 
surface  rather  than  under  ground,  thus  feeding  the  roots  with 
liquid  plant  food  properties.  Water  plants  well  at  time  of 
planting,  then  a  consistant  moisture  should  be  maintained 
during  the  season.  Plant  only  the  best  and  give  it  the  best 
care  and  attention,  pleasing  results  will  follow.

Be  sure  that  the  roots  of  all  trees  and  plants  are  protected 
from  sun  and  wind.  Roots  should  never  be  allowed  to  get 
dry  for  a  moment,  but  should  be  kept  in  a  wet  or  moist  con¬ 
dition  until  planted. 

Be  sure  that  ground  is  in  the  best  condition  possible. 
Dig  hole  large  enough  to  admit  the  root  system  with  plenty 
of  room  for  a  healthy  development. 

Be  sure  that  no  manure,  ruffage  or  organic  matter  goes 
into  the  hole  with  the  roots.  Apply  it  on  top  of  the  ground 
after  planting. 

Be  sure  to  water  every  tree  or  plant  immediately  after 
planting,  this  is  extremely  important,  as  the  water  settles 
the  soil  about  the  roots  and  assists  nature  a  once  in  her 
work  or  rehabiliation.  Do  not  neglect  this. 

Be  sure  to  prune  all  fruit  trees  back  to  a  proper  height 
and  shape  as  soon  after  planting  as  possible,  in  doing  so, 
the  draft  upon  the  reserve  energy  is  reduced  to  the  mini¬ 
mum.  Fruit  trees  should  be  cut  back  to  22  or  24  inches  from 
the  ground,  retaining  side  branches.  The  points  of  all  roots 
should  also  be  freshened,  or  cut  back  slightly. 

The  above  practise  is  applied  in  dealing  with  ornamental 
trees  and  shrubs,  with  the  exception  of  pruning  which  must 
be  done  in  keeping  with  the  habits  and  characteristics  of 
kinds  and  varieties  to  numerous  to  treat  here.  If  informa¬ 
tion  is  desired,  make  inquiry.
